GREEABLE to the foregoing Proclama- 
tion, ſee Page the 7th, His Worſhip the Mayor 
repaired to the Town Hall, about Nine o'Clock in the 
Morning, where he was met by the Stewards, Alder- 
men, &c. After Opening the Guitcd MEercnanrt, 
by diſenfranchiſing the Freemen, and recording them- 
ſelves in the New Book, they proceeded to the Pariſh 
Church, in their proper Ornaments, Habits, &c. with 
their Officers, Regalia, and an excellent Band of Muſic; 
they were accompanied by a moſt brilliant and nume- 
rous Appearance of Nobility and Gentry, dreſſed in the 
gayeſt and richeſt Manner, and were attended by the 
ſeveral Companies of Trade (properly marſhalled or 
diſpoſed) with their Enſigns diſplayed, &c.
